He also said he is contacting 
all clubs and fiocial groups to ask them to cancel their meet- 
ings during this week. He added, however, that he would 
permit them to use their own discretion. 

Early Monday morning the Buhl PTA canceled Its meet- 
ing scheduled for Wednesday evening. Pupils from the State 
School for the Deaf and Blind at Gooding were to have been 
on the program. 

Dr. Telford said he thinks that cloaing public places ia the 
most effective way, of controlling the spread of the disease. 

He said that actually the closing order is for an indefinite 
period but that a one week duration tentatively has been set. 
He added that he strongly urges the people of the Buhl area 
to observe this quarantine and not leave the area for enter- 
tainment elsewhere.
